Is tbe loss that may full 
npon the investors in tbo stock and 
bonds of the company a sufficient rea- 
son or a oau«e to make an obligation 
upon tbe people of Reno to purchase 
a water system tbey do not want? If 
so, then soms general raleabonld be 
established or some general obligation 
should be placed on mankind to relieve 
unfortunate investori when they make 


loss. 
The writer is free to admit that the 


general rule or obligation spoken of is 
•ought too often to be placed upon tbe 
toiling millions ou tbe earth in many 
ways, and by all manner of subter- 
fuges and schemes to save the ricn in 
their investments at tbe expense of the 
poor and it appears that the Water, 
Land and Light company is not an ex- 
ception to the rule so often invoked 
and whieb too often is made N. success.

Batcher & Co. never at any time pre- 
sented a olalm against the city and 
none in tbeir favor was ever at any time 
allowed by the City Council. 


Judge Cheney further says: $62,000 


of which bouda wonld have been de- 
livered upon the signing of the con- 
tract and before a stroke of work was 
done. 


Why don't Judge Cheney add tbe 


important fact that the $25,000 in City 
bonds wonld not have been delivered 
until Sobaw, Ingram, Batcher & Co. 
first executed an approved bond in 
favor of the City of Reno for the sum 
of $60,000. 


Judge Cheney continues in bis refer*
